The disappearance of 
Kiehard Floyd is directly responsible 
fo r the arrest of his brother. 
In go­ 
ing through his effects a t the home 
of John Ferguson a suit ease was 
found which proved to be the proper­ 
ty of Miss Olive Traylor of Conners- 
ville w hich was stolen from the local 
traction station last September. 
The finding and identifying of the 
stolen property led to the arrest of 
Floyd. 
The w arrant was sent to the 
sheriff* of Marion county last night 
and they found him at 225 West St. 
F lair street. 
He was arrested this 
morning at nine o'clock and was still 
in bed when the officers arrived, lie 
admitted them to 
his 
room 
add 
while dressing suddenly leaped from 
the window. 
His'tiTfiip from the sec­ 
ond story window furnished a thrill 
fo r the Indianapolis officers and for 
a time it looked a* though he would 
escape. 
Floyd landed on the cement 
sidewalk but tliK did not stop hi* 
flight as lie was up and gone again 
in an instant. 
The officers fired several shots at 
the fleeing man but he did not stop 
and gave the officers a chase of nine 
squares before he was finally cap ­ 
tured. 
Flovd was severely injured 
in the jump from the window and 
was unable to be arraigned this a f ­ 


t e r n o o n before 
Judge Megee. 
The 
sheriffs did not tell him on 
what 
charge be was wanted and because 
lie tried to escape they think lie ha- 
done something unlaw fill in Indiana­ 
polis.

not have stayed and explained.

reason was that he could not marry 
Miss Overton according to the creed 
of the Catholic church o f which lie 
was a member and rather than stay 
here and face the music he prefererd 
to leave. 
Fred Floyd will probably 
he brought before the court tomor­ 
row morning.
